Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1's "consisting essentially of is new issue", 
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claim 2's active step of "deproteinizing" is new issue. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the "consisting essentially of 
excludes the extra 3,4 units that are present in a synthetic polyisoprene. 
This is not convincing for the following reasons: 

(1 ) The proposed "consisting essentially of doesn't limit the structure to "consist essentially of" the pictured units, but instead limits what 
additives can be added to the polymeric compound. 

(2) Applicant provides no explanation WHY "consisting essentially of (even if properly amended) excludes minor amounts of 3,4 units. 
Applicant has the burden of showing the extra units materially change the characteristics of applicant's invention (MPEP 2111.03). Clearly 
applicant intends some kinds of extra units be permissible or "consisting of would have been employed. 

(3) The Amnuaypornsri article cited by applicant to show natural rubber has zero 3,4 units and synthetic polyisoprene has 8% units other 
than 1,4 units is disputed by table 2-2 of the Komuro article cited by applicant and the Dictionary of Rubber. Both of these references 
indicate natural rubber DOES have 3,4 units. The Dictionary of Rubber indicates the amount of 3,4 units in synthetic polyisoprene is as low 
as 1% and states some catalysts produce a polyisoprene IDENTICAL to natural rubber.. 

(4) It may be obvious to select natural rubber as SU422262's diene rubber anyway. 
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
